The explosions destroyed the con- 
sular section and brought down a 
celling.

Foreign Minister Abdel Halim 
Khaddam. who Is also Syria's depu- 
ty premier, arrived in Paris shortly 
afterwards and la due to meet 
French offlelals today. He made no 
statement to reporters. 

Three unknown organUatlons 
claimed reaponsiblUty for the blast. 
In calls to French media, the 
claims came from the ■o-ee 
"Lebanese FVont," the "Jewish 
Brigades" and the "Afghan CoUec- 
Uve." 

None of the three ia known to 
French police, a police spokesman 
said. *nie Lebanese group gave no 
specific motive, while the Jewish 


group mentioned persecution of 
Jews in Syria, and toe Afghan 
group said that Syria was “a ser- 
vant of the Soviet invaders." 

In Damascus, an offletoj Syrian 
eommunlque accused the "sgente 
of tbe U.S. and torseS" of having 
placed tbe bombe. 

The official Syrian news agency 
SANA quoted Its correspondent In 
Paris as saying that a French 
eyewitness had seen three men flee- 
1^ Che buildiag after placing the 
eirpioslve charge. 

The blast blew down e MfwiM of 
wall, destroyed office furniture and 
telephones and knocked out most of 
the windows of the ground floor of 
the four-storey building, topped 
with a huge antenna. 

Some 40 rifie-bearlag police were 
brought in to ring the building and 
the entire area was cordoned off as 
bomb experts searched for elbes in 
the rubble. There was no Im- 
mediate indication what of ex- 
plosives were used in the powerful 
blast. 

Less than two weeks ago. the 
Lebanese head of a militant Arab 
bookshop in the Latin quarter of 
Paris was shot dead la the street by 
an unknown gunman.(AP. Reuter.) 


USSR, Syria condemn U.S. 
and Israeli ‘aggression’ 


MOSCOW <AP). — The Soviet 
Union and Syria yesterday jointly 
condemned the "aggressive 
policy" of the U.S. and the “noisy 
campaign" over events In 
Afghanistan and Iran. 

A joiat communique published at 
Che cud of talks in Damascus 
between Soviet Foreign Minister 
Andrei Gromyko sad Syrian Presi- 
dent Hafex Assad also lashed out at 
Imperialist forces, headed by the 
United States, which show s false 
concern about Islun.” 

In ‘ Damascus a Syrian 
spokesman said Gromyko bad 
pledged hto country's support for 
what be described as the Arab 
struggle against Isrseli aggression 
and Che return of all Arab occupied 
territories. 

The text of the communique was 
distributed here by Toss shortly 
after Gromyko retinned to Moacow 
firom two days of talks with Assad 
and Palestine Uberation Organisa- 
tion leader Yasser Arafat. 

The communique said Moscow 
and Damascus believe that "under 
the cover of a mdsy campaign ar- 
tificially fanned up over the events 


In Iran and AfgfaanisuLD, im- 
perialist circles and tbelr 
henchmen are trying to distract the 
attention of the Arab peoples" from 
combating Israel "aggre^on" and 
Arab friendship with the Soviet 
Union.

Canada helps 6 U.S. diplomats flee Iran 


WASHINGTON. ^ SU American diplomats who had 
been hiding la friendly embassies to Teheran stoee 
November 4 have escaped with the help of the Oanadian 
embassy there, U.S. State Department epokeaman Hod- 
ding Carter revealed yesterday. 

Garter expressed the "deep appreciation" of (he U.S. 
for Canada's help. After the sU escaped, the Chaadlaas 
olmd their embassy in Teheran on Monday. 

^okesman Carter said that any reprtoals taken 
against the M American hMtagea stiD held In the U.S. 
embassy by mnitants demanding the return of the hbah 
would be "an Irrational act" 

Tbe diplomats were not ciqAured when the embassy 
was setoed and were able to hide until this past 
weekend, when Canada issued them false paaaperta and 
got them out ot &an, other State Department officials 
said. 

Officials said not sU of the six hid In the Canadian em- 
bassy all the time, but they refused to disclose which 
other embassies had given them ahcltor. 

Spokesman Carter refused to dlscloee tbe names of 
the six. pending notification Of their families. Re said 
they wore not yet back to the U.S.. but he refused to dis- 
close tboir whereabouts. 

Officials said the six escapees did not account for the 
discrepancy brtween the nupiber of hostages the State 
Department has said are in the embassy — 00 — and the 
number counted by American clergymen who visited 
the hostages at cairistmss — 48. 

Canada's official reason (or closing its embassy was 
to express its dlssatisfaetln with the failure of tbe 


governmet of Iran to obtain the release of tbe hostages, 
Canadian said. 

Canadian Prime IQnister Joe Clark confirmed 
Canada's involvement to the eses^ae, but added: "I 
don't want to go tote details of the matter because of the 
delicate nature of the situation with the American 
hostages to Iran." 

Western diplomats ia Teheran were sstonfahed tost 
night by the announcement that the six American 
diplomats had esciqied. 

Foreign Minister Sadeq Gbotbxsdeh. Informed of the 
news as he left a meetta^ of the ruling Revolutionary 
Couriell. said: "1 don't know anything about this." 

Die U.S, State Department has adopted a eonelUatory 
tone towards Iran's newly elected leadership and ex- 
pressed the hope that the week-old hostage erisla can 
now be resolved. Spokesman Garter, noting that 
Abolhassan Bani-tedr, Iran's president-elect, placed 
high priority on endl^ Inui^ dependence on outside 
powers, said the U.S. "supports the Independence of 
Iran and ail countries of the region, including 
Afghanistan." 

In another development, Teheran's newpaper 
"Kayhan" reported Iran had decided to replace the 
U.S. with other foreign currencies to Import tran- 

sactions to reduce economic dependence on tiie UjS.

It also heeded pleas to move

Pnislona 
they receive will be cut drastically 
sad Che salary ceiling up to which 
Nn payments are levied vlU be 
raised to three times tbe national 
average wage. Included In 
calculating this sum will be travel 
grants inot ear allowances), holi- 
day and telephone allowaaeei. This 
will hike Nil payments very steep- 
ly. starting on April 1. the date on 
which the average national wage Is 
also calculated. 

The Defence Ministry’s budget 
haa. until now, been unquestioned. 
But with mlnirters now clear that 
Hurvltz'a framework Is to be 
adhered to, some decided yester- 
day that the only way they might 
get more for themselves was to chip 
away at defence allocations. 
Education Minister Zevulun 
Hammer and Industry, Trade and 
Tourism Minister ddem Pstt, for 
example, asked that the defence 
budget be cut by 8 per cent. 

Defence Minister Welxman was 
not to be shaken. Re said, in answer 
to a question, that as far as he was 
concerned he hod reached agree- 
ment with the Treasury.

Gap in autonomy plans 


doesn’t worry Linowitz

U.S .presH’*ntiai Middle j^asi en- 
voy Sol Linowits arrived In 
Jerusalem yesterday radiating a 
sense of brisk, business-like op- 
timism that contrasted starkly with 
.the standstill atmosphere at the 
'autonomy working group in Tel 
Aviv. 

The yawning gulf between the 
Israeli autonomy “model" and the 
s;g>puai> blueprint **doeikSi*t Uiiner 
me,” Unowitz fold nevrsmen. "'1‘nia 
■to what you must expect in a 
negotiation.. .In due course (the 
parties) reach common ground, 
.find a basis for understand!^," he 
said. 

Linowits made these comments 
after a two-hour session in 
Jerusalem with Israel's chief 
negotiator. Interior Minister Yosef 
He had "put forward some 
ideas," the envoy said. "We hope 
that each can pass ideas to the 
other and out of this will come 
progress toward an understan- 
ding." 

Burg expressed Israel's “disap- 
pointment” at E^typt's flat rejec- 
tion of the Israel! model. The 
rationale In drafting the model had 
been to steer clear of ideological 
differences and to foeus on prae- 
tlcoltties. Burg noted. Israel had 
sought to follow this course but 
Egypt had not. 

Burg told The Jerusalem Post 
last night he expected Unowits "to 
show his inventiveness” this week 
in coming up with compromise 
ideas. 

This morning. Linouitx wlU meet 
with Prime Minister Menahem 
Begin, and possibly also with 
Foreign Minister-designate 
Yitzhak Shamir. 

Tomorrow and Friday he will at- 
tend a plenary session of tbe 
autonomy talks at the Aceadia 
Ffotel, HersUya. Egyptian Premier 
Mustapha Khalil and Minister of 
State for Foreign Affairs Butros 
Gholi and their aides will fly here 
this afternoon for the session. 

In an airport arrival statement 
earlier, Unowitz said that recent 
"events of great significance” 
should serve as "an eneoursigement 
to all." He mentioned the stepped- 
up pace of normalization between 
Israel and Egypt, the two parties' 
focussing at last on the centra! 
issues of tbe autonomy, and tbelr 
two leaders' reiterated commit- 
ment to a comprehensive settle- 
ment. 

To the working group In Tel Aviv, 
meanwhile, Interior Ministry 
director-general Haim Kubersky 
explained to the Egyptian team 
why Cairo's autonomy blueprint 
represents a radical departure, to 
Imel'e view, from the Camp David 
framework. Without using the ter- 
minology of outright rejection, 
Kubersky rebutted one by one the 
main elements of the Egyptian 
proposal, and asserted th^ tbe 


proposal as a whole meant the crea- 
tion of a Palestinian sovereign 

E^ypt had proposes: a legulature 
and a Judiciary, while Camp David 
spoke,pnly of an executive branch 
'for the autonomy (the ad- 
ministrative eoune!]}. Egypt had 
demanded the "handover" of all 
the military government's powers 
and i'eaponsibillties to the 
aufoiM>mous «elf-go\ «i'i*4ikeat, while 
Caiiip David reyiiired negotiation 
on which powers should be 
transferred and which not. Egypt 
had si'ggasted that the lOF’s 
freedo!!! of movement In the West 
Bank and Gaza require the "per- 
mission" of the self-governing 
authority, while there was no men- 
tion of this in Camp David. 

President Anwar Sadat himself, 
Kubersky observed, had repeatedly 
recognized Israel's legitimate 
security concerns. 

Jerusalem, said the Israeli of- 
ficial, was “not an issue for 
negotiation;'' it would remain un- 
ited and Israel's capital forever. 
(The E^ptian bluep^t calls for 
the Immediate annulment of the 
Israeli annexation of East 
Jerusalem and the eatabliahment of 
the autonomy's seat of government 
there.) 

Kubersky rejected, too, the basic 
Egyptian premise that the 
autonomy was intended to provide 
the Palestinians' with self- 
deterfliiflstfon. Ca.*np David, he 
recalled, spoke of the Palestinians 
“ participating in the determina- 
tion of their own future,” which was 
substantially different. 

The Egyptian blueprint bad 
veered away from the working 
group's brief, which had been to 
draw up a "model" for the pfae- 
tleal application of the autonomy. 
Kubersky said. By getting Into 
“ideology" again, the Egyptians 
had returned the negotiations to 
their inconclusive early months. 

But Kubersky ended on a positive 
note, urging the working group to 
seek out tbe areas of common 
ground between the Elgyptian and 
Israeli "practical proposals" and 
leave the "problems of principle" 
to the ministerial level.

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Delay in reporting gaol 
beating of police agents

^ An undercover police agent who' 
was arrested to bolster the 
Credibility of his cover was so 
Severely beaten t>y his gaolers, who 
were unaware of Ms identity, that 
he fainted and required hospitalisa- 
tion. 

' Details of the affair, known to the 
detective's ednunaaders several 
months ago and published In this 
newspaper earUer this month, were 
only reported to the police Southern 
District Gomraahd two weeks ago.- 
Southern District Commander Nit- 
sav Arye Ivtzan has appointed two 
qffieers to examine the entire 
matter. 

The agent.' waa “planted*’ la the 
Jerusalem underworld nearly a 
y®". WO to try to penetrate the 
wig scene as part of the police’s 
' Southern Trails'* anti-drug 
l^vgramme. To boort Ms image in 
the eyes of his new acquaintances, 
his commanders arranged for his 
and he was brought, hand- 
cuffed, to the Russian Compound 
lock-up. As soon as the doors clos- 
e.df four policemen aasl^ed to' 
guarding the prisoners beat 
and kicked mitn hjs collapsed 
thiconseious. 

After faospltalixatioB he waa 
setumed to the loek-iq>. Two of the 
gaolers then befriended him, giving 
him extra-special treatment to per- 
suade Mm not to lodg^ a complaint 
about the attack. 

Several months later, the agent 
— now a “Imown criminaT’ — waa 
again picked up and held in the 
lock-up for 48 hours. The policemen 
again gave him particularly 
privileged treatment, virittng him 
in his cell and ignoring other 
fhteonera smoking hashish. 

. On his release, one of the 
policemen asked the agent for a 
special favour — to go to a certain 
address and buy a finger of hashish 
for one of the prisonera. The agent 
complied and, after purchasing 
fhe drug, handed it over to the 
gaoler, concealed In a pitta and 
felafsl, just outside the Russian 
Compound police headquarters. 
The transactloB was welched by 
detectives from the drug squad. 

Shortly afterwards, the agent 
reappea^ outside the lock-up and. 
after presenting Ms police card, 
arrested Ms former asMUants. Two 


gaolers are currently on trial for 
supplying drugs to detainees. 

Senior police sources, obviously 
embarrassed by the affair, were 
only willing to confirm that the en- 
tire file is being re-examined by the 
investigating officers, one of whom 
is Tvtzan'a deputy, '^^Nltsav Zvi 
Caspl, 

Ivtzan, who briefed reporters 
yesterday on the past year's 
criminal and police staUstiea, 
responded to questions on the affair 
by emphaslshig that the heating 
was definitely the exception rather 
than the rule. 

There was a 9.1% increase in the 
number of new police files in 1979, 
but this overall t^ure conceals 
significant reductions In important 
areas of crime such as rape, 
assault, and burglary of commer- 
ctal premises. Burglary of homes 
Increased by 13.7 per cent but police 
drives in Petah Tlkva. Ashkelon, 
Rishon Lesion and Jerusalem 
brought an overall decrease in 
these cities. 

Ivtzan said 27 undercover agents 
were assigned to combat the drug 
trade and this bad proved 
overwhelmingly sueeessfuL Tax- 
payers paid out 1L390,000 during 
1979 for purchasing drugs — all of 
which were burnt. Di future, he add- 
ed, these agents and their ancillary 
Vesourees would be diverted to 
other sectors of crime. 

'Die police were on duty 56 times 
on Jerusalem's problematic Ramot 
road. Nearly 8,000 police hours 
were expended on this operation to 
prevent clashes on Shabbat 
between secularists and zealots, at 
a cost of over ILSm. 

ITiere were 85 terrorist-related 
incidents in the Southern District 
last year, down from ill In 1978. 
Forty-nine bombs exploded, 86 
were dismantled, 12 people were 
kfUed (8>of them in Jerusalem) , and 
198 wounded. During 1978, 14 people 
were killed and 152 Injur^. 

Ivtzan noted that major political 
events last year were accompanied 
by wide-scale civil unrest in 
Jerusalem and the administered 
territories. The coming year's 
stepped-up IDF redeployment in 
the Negev and the buUdMg of air- 
bases there will create traffic 
problems. Police also anticipate 
crime related to .the building 
programme and the Increase In 
foreign and Israeli workers in the 
area.

Customs loophole sealed in Sinai

Israeli residents who return from 
> a visit to Egypt by land will not en- 
joy the same customs ^vileges 
that apply to residents returnhig 
from abroad by plane or ship, ^ds 
regulation, handed down by 
Finance Minister Tigael Burvitz, 
was approved yesterday by the 
Knesset Finance Committee. 

The regulation is apparently alm- 
^ at preventing residents from 
making frequent border crosslnga 
via Sinai In order to take advantage 
of the tax exemptions for goods 
(apart fro m elecMeal appliances) 
up to a value pf $ioo. 


Under the new regulation, an 
Israeli resident staying in Egypt 
leas than two days, and who returns 
via the overland route, will enjoy uo 
customs exemptions at all. A stay 
of between two days and a fortnight 
will entitle the traveller to half the 
usual exemption, l.e., up to 850 tax 
tree. Stays of over two weeks will 
entitle travellers to the full tax ex- 
emption. 

Egyptian visitors, on the other 
hand, will enjoy the full tax exemp- 
tton, . regardless of the length of 
their stay in Israel. Beduln who 
possess entry permits for the Sinai 
region will be granted a 815 exemp- 
tion.

Ombudsman concerned 

Jerusalemites complain on 
private issues, not public

Nearly 30 per cent of some 500 
complaints made in 1979 by 
residents to the Jerusalem 
municipal ombudsman were, 
justified, according to the official's 
report submitted to Mayor Teddy 
KoUek’s office this week.

City officials said yesterday that 
the lack of complaints on public 
i^es te the result of citlsen apathy 
combined with a disbelief in the 
power of the citizen to change 
things. “For too loi^ citizens have 
come to believe the city will take 
core of everything, and they’re go- 
ing to be learning soon. In the new 
economic reality, that the city Just 
isn't going to be able to.do 
^evetyttalng.” said one official:- -

An all-out attack on bead lice is 
being waged by the Jerusalem dis- 
trict health office in an unnamed 
quarter of the city. 

The campaign, a pilot project, 
will, if successful, be copied 
throughout the country. The Health 
Minis^ spokesman stressed that 
the neighbourhood pelected for the 
campaign is no more seriously 
affected than others, but he refused 
to divulge its whereabout for fear of 
Saving it a bad name. 

All schoolchildren In the area will 
be examined for head Uce. They 
will then be given a pamphlet to 
take home, telling parents that, if 
their chil^en are affected, all 
members of the family should have 


their hair washed with special 
shampoo. They will also be told to 
launder all clothing and bed Unen In 
use previously. 

The organizers, who are supply- 
ing the shampoo free of charge, 
have also spoken to teachers, 
nurses, parents' committees and 
neighbourhood workers. The area 
will be recheeked to determine the 
effectiveness of the project 10 days 
later.

Rehovot school violence cut 
by electronic alarm system

REHOVOT. — One Mg^ school here 
is no longer bothered by hoodlums 
and violence in the classrooms 
since the Installation of the coun- 
tiy's first electronic alarm repor- 
ting system which covers this 
town's 240 educaticnal institutions. 

The new wireless system, wMcta 
eliminates the need for parents to 
serve os g(uards during school 
hours, has also been credited with 
saving the life of an injured pupil. 

More than SO per cent of the calls 
over the system have concerned 
suspicious objects at the schooL 
The rest have dealt with injuries or 
violence. 

Mayor Yehezkel Harmelech told 
a press conference here yesterday 
that each family with e^dren at 
school voluntarily paid IL190 to in- 
stall the system, with some 90 per 
cent of the parents contributing 
more than lUm. of the IL2m. toW 
Cost. The rest of the money esune 
from the municipality and the 
Education Ifflnistry. 

A Motorola Mileol-D alarm 
system is used, Smidl transmitters 
were installed at the beginning of 
the school year in aU educational In- 


stitutlons from private 
kindergartens to high schools and 
yeshlvot. By pressing the button on 
the transmitter, a coded signal Is 
emitted and received at the office of 
the municipal dispatcher, who then 
calls a radio patrol car wMch 
rushes to the school. 

The patrol ear belongs-to the Civil 
Guard, and is available from 7 a.m.- 
to 3 p.m. every weekday (on 
Fridays one hour less). It is mann- 
ed by a volunteer Civil Guard 
driver, a sapper and a medic on the 
payroll of the municipality, and. a 
poUceman. U takes the patrol ear 
an average of a little over two 
minutes to reach the scene. 

School guard duty has not been 
abolished, Rehovot Police CMef 
Rav-Pakad Yitzhak Mlrlami said. 
It is now being performed by eighth 
graders and high school pupils.

Medici students protest hospital 'freeze*

Jerusalem Post Reporter 
Hundreds of medical students. In- 
terns and residents braved cMll 
winds and intermittent rain to 
demonstrate several houra outside 
the Knesset yesterday against a re- 
cent Health Ministry order freezing 
the number of positions in hospitala 
which, they soy, endangers their 
prospects of quaUfying os doctors. 

Hie students, who if the order la 
carried oat, will not be able to ob- 
tain hoapitd InternsMps and thus 
complete their final year of studies, 
received warm support from doc- 
tors. professors and hospital ad- 
ministrators. Hospital doctors 
struck from 3 p.m, to 4 p.ni. yester- 
day to back the students. 


The head of one Jerusalem 
hospital said yesterday that it waa 
"inconceivable" that the ministry 
should alter the entire structure of 
medical education without con- 
sulting any of those involved. 

According to the present system, 
siudenta study for six years, take 
their exams, and then intern in 
hospitala for a seventh year before 
rcocivlng certification os doctors. 

Worst hit by toe freeze will be 
some 70 students In Jerusalem and 
Haifa, whose exams are held later 
than those in Tel Aviv and 
Bcersheba. For these students, the 
medical students’ organization Is 
considering applying to the High 
Court, calling on the ministry to 
sliow cause why they should not 


either be accepted for internsMp 
Immediately', or should be accorded 
the title -o| doctor without in- 
ternship. 

Hie students claim that another 
TOO interns now face a situation in 
which there are no jobs' avallaUe> 
for doctors In the country. If no 
solution is found, the students say - 
they will take more serious steps in 
coordination with the Israel 
Medical Association. 

The students have asked for an 
urgent meeting with finance 
minister Tigael Hurvlts and health 
minister EUezer Shostak (who is 
Abroad), but to no avail. Their next 
step will be to request a meeting 
with Premier Menahem Begin, 
they say.

Mam parley tells Soviets to quit 


A^hanistan, U.S. settle with Iran 


ISLAMABAD — Thlrtyfour of tbe 
world's 41 Islamic nations yestec^ 
day demanded the immediate 
withdrawal of Soviet troops from 
Afghanistan and urged a wide- 
ranging variety of sanctions 
against the Soviet Union and the 
pro-Soviet Afjgtian government 

The conference suspended 
A^anistan's raemhership in their 
organisation and also urged boycot- 
ting the Moscow Olym^cs, break- 
ing relations with Afghanistan, 
solidarity with the AQlhan Sloslem 
rebels, aid to Afghan refugees and 
helping Afghanistan's Moslem 
neighbours withstand any threat to 
their security. 

Another agreed-on resolutton at 
the conference crldcised Egypt for 
establishing dij)lomatic ties with 
‘Israel and e x p res s ed for 

the PLO in its drive to create a 
Palestinian state. 

The Islamic nations' represen- 
tatives also urged the U.8. and Iran 
to setUe their differences peaceful- 
ly and declared their opposllion ^ • 
the use of threats, force or sanc- 
tions against Iran or “any other ■ 
Islamic nation.” 

Eleven countries expressed 
reservations or the Olympics 
boycott coll. They were Algeria, 
Iraq, Iran, Che United Arab 
Emirates, Kuwait, Jordan, 
Ouneroon, Guinea, Gabon, Ubya 
and Niger. 

In Its preamble, the conference 
said that the continuing presence of 
Soviet troops in Afghanistan and 
their military operattons against 
the Afghan people flout Inter- 


national covenants and norms and 
*' blatantly violate human rights. 

It reaffirmed the deterxalnatlim 
of Tslaraio states to pursue a non- 
aligned policy in respect of super- 
power eonfliet and to protect the 
Moslem people from the adverse 
effects of the cold war. 

■"•The conference endorsed an Ira- 
nian resolution protesting against 
.U.S. plans to impose economic 
sanctions In retaliation for the 
bolding of American hostages is 
Teheran. The resolution adopted 
said the Islamic foreign ministers 
firmly oppose imposition of 
economic sanctions against Iran or 
any other Moslem country. 

The general resolutim expressed 
grave concern “at the efforts of cer- 
tain great powers to exert various 
forms of pressure on the Islamic 
states.,.." 

Gonference sources said that the 
resolution was aimed at both the 
Soviet Union and the U.S., as well 
as France and Britain which the 
ministers believed might become 
involved in disputes in the region. 

The resolution on Egypt called 
for a political, cultural and 
economic boycott of the country 
following President Anwar Sadat's 
move toward dl^omatie ties with 
Israel. 

It also urged Islamic countries to 
reaffirm solidarity with the PLO as 
the sole legitimate representative ■ 
of the Palestinian people In their 
struggle against Israel.

Fear 21 U.S. sailors sealed 
inside ship sunk by collision 


ST. PETERSBURG, Florida, — 
Divers recovered four bodies from 
the broken hull of a sunken U.S. 
Coast Guard cutter and were 
searching yesterday motning for 21 
others possibly sealed inside the 
boat after it collided with a tanker 
just outside Tampa Bay. 

The 65-metre cutter Blackthorn 
sank on Monday night, minutes 
after the 2l0>metre oil tanker 8.S. 
Capricorn ripped into the ship's 
port side. Coast Guard spokesmen 
said. Twenty-seven of the cutter's 
S3 crewmen were rescued. 


There was no immediate word 
whether any oil was spilled from 
the CapricOTU, which collided with 
the Blackthorn less than two km. 
west of the Sunshine Skyway bridge 
connecting St. Petersburg and 
Bradenton-Sarasota. 


Meanwhile, a Portugnese 
warsUp yesterday rescued the 28 
crewmen of the l.lM-ton Maltese 
vessel Rabat, which reported a fire 
in its ..engine room 48 km. off the 
central Portuguese port of Flgudra 
da Poz.

Soviet diplomats 
leave Montreal 


MONTREAL (AP) . — Three Soviet 
diplomats left for Moscow on Mon- 
day, aboard a regular Aeroflot flight 
afUr being es^^ed from Canada 
for espionage activities Involving 
tiie purchase of classified intorraa- 
tton from a U.S. citlsen. 

Their expulsion was announced a 
week ago by ' External Affairs 
Mnister Flora MacDonald, who 
described the incident as "the most 
serious case of espionage" in 
Canada in more than 80 years. 

The diplomats who left were 
Cspt. Igor Bardeev, mlHtary, naval 
and air attache. Col. Eduard 
Aleksanjaa, asaistant military at- 
tache. and V.l. Sokolov, a chauffeur 
for the military attache's office. 

Mlae MacDimald said the Royal 
Canadian Mounted Police had 
determined that over a period of 16 
months, the Soviet officials had met 
clandestinely with the U.S. citizen 
In Ottawa, buying Information from 
Mm. She aald the diplomats used 
traditional signal arrangementa 
and dead letter boxes in the Ottawa 
area to arrange the exchanges of In- 
formation and money with the 
American, whose identity was not 
made public. He ia supposed to 
have collaborated with p<^ce in ex- 
posing the spying.

At Lebanon's request, the foreign 
ministers condemned what they 
called repeated Israeli aggression 
against Southern Lebanon and call- 
ed on all Islamic states to exert ef- 
forts to end Israeli attacks. 

The unanimously-adopted resolu- 
tion invited Islamic countries to 
reafflm their solidarity vrlth Arab 
states for the liberation of 
Jerusalem and all occupied Arab 
lands. 

In Moscow, the first Soviet news 
report of the conference did not 
mention the stern condemnation of 
the Soviet invasion of AfghatUatan 
and its demand that Soviet troops 
be withdrawn. 

The Tass dispatch from 
Islamabad dwelled instead on the 
organisation's restatement of Its 
opposition to the Israell-BgjrpUan 
peace treaty and normalization of 
dtpiomatie relations. 

Tass accused the U.S. of “arm- 
twisting" at the conference and of 
tiylng to divert the Moslem world 
from its true course. 

In Athens, a ranking PLO official 
said that the organization is not 
ready to condemn the Soviet move 
against Afghanistan because the 
Soviet Union “Is a friendly nation 
which atiuids with the Paleatinion 
people." 

Farouk Kaddoumi, political 
department chief of the PLO, in an 
attack on the U.8., described the 
Americana as the Palestinian 
people’s “greatest enemy." (AP.

ROME (AP) . — The presidents of 
the Olympic committ^ of a dozen 
Western European countries will 
meet in Frankfurt on Frldtqr to seek 
“a common stand” on the Moscow 
games, the presldeat of the Italian 
Olympic Committee said here 
yesterday. 

Franco Carrara said the meeting 
will be attended by the nine Olym- 
pic committees of the Bhirppeaa 
Economic Community eountries 
and by representatives of otter 
Western European eountries. 

“We hope to come vp with a com- 
mon stand on the Moscow 01^- 
plcs,'' Carraro sold. "It would be 
unfortunate if Western Europe 
were divided over this Issue." He 
has been a staunch advocate of an 
autonomous decision by sports 
authorities on the issue, rejecting 
any political interference. 


An International Olympic Com- 
mittee (100) source said em Moo- 
day that thb aammer games 
barring a world war or a nataraJ 
disaster — wOl remain in Moscow, 
IMyr Flaland, aad Poland havo 
jointed the list of nattoas which 
have said they wfU parClo^iaCe. 


Jn Washington, the U.S. Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee voted 
14-0 on iSoaday to urge American 
athletes aad sports faaa not to at- 
tend the Moscow Olympics if the 
IOC allows the games to proceed. 

The panel called on the IOC to 
agree to the request made 1^ the 
U.S. Ol^pie Committee on Saftir^ 
day that the games be oanoelled or 
transferred If Soviet troops remain 
In Afghanistan beyond the 
Februa^ 20 deadUne set by U.8. 
President Jimmy Carter. 


Soviets cut cultural ties with U.S. 


MOSCOW (AP). — The Soviet 
Union wlU send no more perfor- 
ming groups or individual artiata to 
the U.S. until Washington 
negotiates a new cultural exchange 
agreement, a spokesman for the 
Ministry of. Culture aald . here . 
yeeterday. 

Negotlatione on replacing the old 
exchange agreement, which lapsed 
last December 31. had been recess- 
ed for the New Tear holidays. U.S. 
officials said here yesterday that 
the talks have not teen renewed 
because t>f the new tough line 
against the Soviet Union by the 
Outer admlnistratloii. 

Carter said on January 4 that 
“most of the cultural and economic 


exchanges currently under con- 
sideration with Moscow" would be 
deferred to show U.S. anger over 
Soviet Involvement in Ati^anlstan; 

Meanwhile, the song and dance 
ensemble of the Soviet army of 
Kiev has cajiceUed a tour of France 
that was to have taken place from 
February 3 to the end of M^m:h. the 
organizers reported yeaterdey. 

The Amsterdam-based 
Concertgebouw Orchestra has 
broken off negotiations with the 
Soviet stole booking agency over a 
six-concert tour to Moscow and 
Leningrad next year because of 
“recent political developmenta." a 
spokesman said oh Monday.' 


Basket bomb thrown back by Basques 


MADRID (AP). — Terrorists 
believed to be right-wing ex- 
tremists threw a basket full of ex- 
plosives into a crowded Basque bar 
In northern Spain, but an alert 
patron hurled the charge outside 
the door seconds before it exploded, 
police reported yesterday. 

The bombing attempt came two 
days after a letter bomb at a 
Madrid club called “Frlenda of 
UNESCO" blew the bands off one 
employee and blinded anothw, and 
10 days after right-wing terrenists 
bombed a Basque bar in the town of 
Baracaldo. killing four persons and 
injuring 19. 

Witnesses said two young men In 
a car pitched the basket bomb into 
the Meniha bar in Bilbao on kfon- 
day and sped away. The bomb ex- 
ploded outside the bar frequented 
by Basque nationalists. Cara were 
damaged but there were no 
casualties, police said. About '20 
customers were inside at the time, 
they aald. 

Police immediately blamed a 
right-wing terrorist organization 
called "Grupoa Armados 
Bspanolea" that has threatened to 
kill four members of left-wing 
Basque groups for every natimial 
policeman or paramilitary civil 
guardaman killed by terrorists. 


The latest assault on police came 
on Sunday when terrorists police 
said were commandos of the Bas-. 
que separatist organization ETA 
ambushed a police patrol ear with 
sub-machineguns in fog near 
Bilbao, killing one policeman and 
wounding five others.

MOSCOW (AP). — The Soviet 
union haa charged that the ad- 
ministration of U.8. President Jim- 
my Carter is now openly proclaim-' 
ing a “cult of brute force” in 
fOTelga poUcy and abandoning prior 
commitments to arms control and 
detente.

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Males and the ‘empty 
nest syndrome’ 


ALL IN THE FAMfLY/Elnnor Harris 


thanks mainly to the feminist 
movement's assault on stereotj'ped 
sex roles, there has been rignifipant 
change in bow roost people think 
about so-called masculine and 
feminine behaviour. rejection, 
or at least the questionl^ cultural- 
ly Imposed roles makes It possible 
for students of huTn^ in behaviour to 
look at how people act (and feel} in 
new ways. One researcher has 
^ken out of traditional tHnVing 
enough to study the "Male Empty 
Nest Syndrome.” . 

The term "empty nest syn- 
drome” describes the reactions or 
symptoms when one ceases to be an 
Active parent. Applied to human 
beings, it evokes the image of the 
nurturing mother, selflessly ten- 
ding to the care and feeding of the 
young. Thus "empty nest syn- 
dxbme” has been used to describe a 
wgxnan whose sole career has been 
her home and family and who in her 
middle years suddenly finds herself 
providing a nest that baa no func- 
tion. Most uncharitably, her eondl- 
fion was considered the result of not 
having enough to do and too much 
4me to do It in. But a male's empty 
nest? Well, why not? , . 

' The children's leavlnk home . 
signals that a significant portUm of 
^eir parents' lives is over. There is 
not only the inescapable fact of 
one's getting older, but also the 
very real and somettmes painful 
feeling of diminished Importaiice ' 
^t comes with diminished respon- 
aihlUties. One feels no longer need- 
tliat the house is too quiet and a 
sort of discomfort because the 
character of the home has changed, 
r There may be a sense of dis- 
oiganisation as the familiar daily 
schedule and roles need changing. 
A mini-depression may set in with a 
feeling, of having less energy. One 
.withdraws from social contacts and 
eonstrlets activity generally. There 
'is a feeling of loneliness, of not qiiite 
knowing what to do wito oneself. 

' When the children grow up and 
leave, why shouldn't the father also . 
suffer some feeling of loss? The 
answer is that he may, or may not. 


But to my knowledge no one has 
previously investigated male 
response, as "empty nest syn- 
drome" has always been con- 
sider^ a female phenomenon. 

But now a researcher has posed 
the questions of whether men ex- 
perience empty nest symptoms, 
and. If so, how do their numbers 
compare with women experiencing 
these same symptoms? Question- 
naires were used and then cor- 
roborated In follow-up Interviews. 
Equal numbers of men and women 
were asked identical questions. For 
.purposes of the study, couples with 
only one child were excluded, as 
were parents whose last child was 
away at school. A husband and a 
wife were not both allowed to par- 
ticlpate In order to avoid 
transference of feeling from one 
spouse to the other. There was a 
time limit of two years after the 
youngest child had left home. 

The findings were that there were 
no perceptible differences between 
the number of fathers and that of 
mothers reporting some symptoms, 
and the men reported experiencing 
feelings exactly like those describ- 
ed by Uie women. Of the men who 
responded affirmatively, the 
highest number was among 
salaried professionals. 

As for the women, several 
assumptions, the study showed, 
were not home out One was that 
the syn^me was most typical of 
women who did' not work outside 
the home. Nor was it true that a 
woman who had been employed and 
continued in her Job was less prone 
to auch aymptoma. The number and 
degTM of symptome were the aame 
for both groups. 

TTIE STUDY, oa reported, has 
many shortcominga, the worst of 
which, to my mind, was that it did 
not control or elimlMte factors that 
could cause symptoms similar to 
those described above. During 
these years when “emp^ nest syn- 
drome" occurs (the mean age of 
the men was 54, the women SO), 


many factors could prejudice the 
results, such as Job l^eeurlty, 
health problems, the decline and 
death of the grandparent genera- 
tion, to mention Just a few. What I 
fotmd moat commendable about the 
study was the stated effort to In- 
vestigate whether roles and 
feelings that have been taken for 
granted as belonging to o^ one sex 
can be demonstrated to really be 
80 . In this instance, at least, they 
cannot. 

When one ceases to be an active 
parent, there are changes to be 
made In one's aelf-lmage. niough 
people 8^ ”you never stop being a 
parent," there la a big difference 
between being actively reaponalble 
for your children and being allowed 
to advise and consent at their dis- 
cretion. A father, as well aa a 
mother, needs to accept the fact 
that he Is no longer the r^or deter- 
minant In Us children's lives. It 
seems simple-minded (now that 
someone has broken the ice) to 
assume that this change, so often 
very stressful for mothers, should 
be painless for fathers. 

At least one of my readers is go- 
ing to take me to task, saying. 
"Okay, you've described the 
problem. Now how about telling me 
what to do about it?". To this, my 
answer is that universal behaviour 
can only be deaerlbed In general 
terms. Everybody experiences ths 
same life stages — tome more, 
some leas — the tensions and 
frustrations of going from one stage 
to the next. But for each one of us 
the experience is unique. One can 
study the particular stage or period 
and Hat all of the possible 
phenomena that might be ex- 
perienced. 1 think the most helpful 
Information for coping with a tran- 
sltlona] problem Is knowing that 
what you are feeling (and fearing) 
ia neither unique nor patholo^al, 
that many persona have faced 
aim Uar difficulties. Most people are 
then perfectly capable ^ utilising 
general information to create a 
solution suited to their In^vldusl 
situations.

anxiety to avoid any possible 
grounds for an appeaL “You know 
that a trig trial like the Ausohwits 
trial could never have been' staged 
again (on appeal),” he said.

AS AN INTERPRETER of Chopin, 
Daniel Barenboim la among the 
best ever. We are unlikely to hear 
anything better than his Fantasy, 
Berceuse.

(Otlwr pianists, please 
note). When in the magnificently 
wrought Sonata, after the Fxmeral 
March, he slid into the brief Presto, 
It mtoe one think that only the late 
Benno Moiseiwltscb ever made It as 
haunting, aa abaolutely the only 
poulble comment on the music that 
came before it. 

Yet Barenboim was nobody's 
copy. B^thout maimeriama, his 
ploying was utterly individual. The 
Fantasy requires both lyrical tone 
and physical sinew. Barenboim's 
tactile beauty in the . Lento 
Sostenuto and his chromatic power 
in the finale gave it tremendous 
life. 

The Barcarolle with its finely 
Judged control never loet spontanei- 
1 ^. The Berceuse maintained the 
cradle rocking with delicate 
simplicity in the bass while the 
ri^t hand ("the singing hand” as 
Chopin called it) wove the 
melodious variations. The waltses 
danced. The nocturnes were pure 
poetry. 

If it had to be a Chopin 
programme. It could not have been 
better choaen, and surely none In 
the overdowing audience will easily 
forget the wonderfui performance.

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Drop in U.S. productivity 


WASHINGTON (AP). >- The 
productivity of American 
bUBlnesses and workers fell 0.9 per 
cent In 1979, only the aecond time 
since 1947 that a drop has been 
recorded for a full year, the govern- 
ment reported Monday. 

The. Labour Depaxtment said 
economic output increased by S.8 
per cent last year, but paid hours 
spent on the. job rose by a hl^ier 
rate, 8.3 per cent, to account lor the 
proc^U'^ty slide. 

Productivity is a measure of 
goods and services the economy 
produces per hour of paid working 
time. The rate this year has alarm- 
ed government economists, 
because declining productivity 
means rising unit labour costs that 
conMbute to higher inflation. 

The on^ other time productivity 
fell for a full year since the Labour 
Department began collecting 
quarterly data was 1974, a reces- 
sion year when the rate dropped 8 


per cent. In 1978 productivity rose 
0.S per cent. 

Hourly compensation of workers 
during 1979 rose by an average 9.3 
per cent. But imlt labour costs rose 
10.4 per cent because business was 
unable to offset any of the bi^er 
wages through increased produc- 
tivity. 

Carter Administration 
economists have said Americans 
will be<confronted with hlgdt infla- 
tion and a reduced standaid of liv- 
ing for the near-term future unless 
pr^uetivlty indk^ases. Only lost 
week, the government reported 
that the inflation rate for last year 
was 13.3 per cent, the highest since 
1946. 

During the 1950s and the early 
’60s, productivity increased at an 
cumual rate averaging 8 per cent. 
But during the 1970'e. the rate fell to 
about 1.5 per cent a year, and 
economists have been at a loss to 
explain the changes. 


Russia’s industrial outpnt down in 1979 


MOSCOW (APJ. — The Soviet 
Union has further reduced Its 
calculaflon of the growth of in- 
dusMal output In 1979, listing the 
year’s production rise over 1978 as 
3.4 per cent. 

An earlier estimate, released last 
November, pegged the production 
rise over 1978 at 8.6 per cent.

But the Badrutt family, owners of 
the Palace since it was built in 1896, 
ruled against selling, despite the 
enormous aura involved, hotel 
spokesmen said Momlay. 

Bidding went as high os I50m. ' 
Swiss francs (898.8m. at current ex- , 
change rates), they said. 

"But business is booming 
tremendously and the Badrutts — 
the fourth generation now running 
the hotel — decided the Palace 
should stay in the family,” the 
spokesmen said. ' 

One of the great hotels of the 
world, the Palace traditionally has 
been a favourite of the wealthy of 
the world. 

Times became tough in the mld- 
I970's because of the soaring value 
of the Swiss franc, which deterred 
even the rich, ^t "the faithful 
have now returned,” one manager 
said.

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The light of dissent 


THE ABSURDLY harsh chau'ges of near treason hurled by 
Israel's ambassador to 78118 at a Peace Nov del^afion that 
just started a West European tour, should prompt a re- 
examination of the right, and role, of dissent over foreign policy 
^ and its publication. 

To put a generous construction upon It, Ambassador Meir 
Rosenne's point, in his meeting with editors of EVency^ewish 
newspapers, was that criticism of the govenuneat, especially in 
matters of foreign policy, must stop at the water's edge. To 
carry it overseas is to malign the state and to **vlolate the 
honour of Israel's fallen." 

Israel's political leaders have as a rule taken care to avoid, 
outright attacks on the government of the day while joume^ng 
abroad. At the same time they have not, as a rule, declined to 
state their known opinions: after an, word travels £a^ in tw* age 
of telecommunications, and the Rercest I&iesset debates are 
duly reported in foreign parts. 

Thus the expression of dissent on external policy has been 
more subject to the restraints of prudence than of principle. 

As is the ease with all rules, this one too has had its occasional 
exceptlcns. In the fall of 1978 Ariel Sharon, then known as founder 
of the Likud, while on a tour of the U.S., called Prime Minister 
— as he then was — Yitzhak Rabin a "threat to Israel's 
security." and urged American Jews to stop diwiaHtig to the 
UJA and purchasing Israel Bonds. , 

If recollection serves, Mr. Sharon was not taken publicly to ' 
task by the Israel ambassador to Washington. Nor is It recorded 
that he was publicly reprimanded by Ukud leader lifonahem 
Begin. 

Mr. Begin himself, It is true, was never guilty of such offen- 
sive conduct during his years in opposition. He would always 
take pains not to assail Israel, but only Israel's enemies. H 
criticism of the government in Jerusalem was implied, it was 
only for having done too little rather than too much to subdue 
the nation's foes. 

This is what Prime Minister Begin would now expect of such 
critics as he has. That is why he finds it so much easier to 
tolerate Gush Emunizn than Peace Now, of the two extra- 
parliamentaxy groups active in politics. Ifor while one group 
wants "more" for the country, the other wants "leaa." That, 
presumably, denotes a lack of patriotism, at b^. 

But "more" axtd "less" are a matter of definition — and of 
political opinion. The Peace Now argument is that more Arab- 
populated territory for Israel will result in less democracy and 
Jewishness. 'Diis belief is held by a large number of Israelis of 
greatly varying persuasions. 

The belief is also espoused by many diaspora Jews, loyal 
Zionists and friends of Israel, who have so far kept silence for 
fear that their speaking up nilght indeed be Intezpreted as un- 
dercutting Israel. Rather than fault Israera policies from afar, 
and thus be accused of joining the enemy camp, they preferred 
to just drift away. 

Peace Now grants Zionist legitimacy to their views: which ia 
precisely what Ambassador Rosenne and Ambassador- 
designate * ' Egypt, Eliahu Ben-EUsau' — according to one un- 
confirmea account, on specific instnictiona of Fremicr Begin 
would wish to prevent. Whether it is Israel or Ita enemies that 
wUl profit from the success of this effort is, again, a matter of 
opinion. 

It is not to be expected, of course, that opposition groups such 
as Peace Now would enjoy the support of the present ad- 
ministration in their acti^ties abroad. These actlvitiea may 
thenaselves, needless to aaj, be open to criticism. 

But the criticism should be alm^ at specific activities, rather 
than suggest, as Ambassador Rosenne did, in his unseemly o\xt- 
burst, that anything short of unanimous support of Israel’s of- 
I ficial policies by Israel citizens abroad — and, by Implication, 
j perhaps also at home — is rank disloyalty. 


Toeing the budgetary line 


The Ministerial Elconomic Committee devoted a marathon 
session yesterday (which will continue today) on the vexed 
I question of how, for the first time within Israel’s living memory, 

I to spend five per cent leaa in next year's budget than was spent 
i in this. 

! It is a painftdaxeing exercise and must arouse resentment, as 
I Sunday's demonstration strike by twelve works committees, 

I and the threat of spot stoppages in the future by the Hlstadrut, 
reveal all too vividly. 

Finance Minister Yigael Hurvitz. knew when he took office 
that he would be facing a storm of opposition, but made it clear 
he would not yield. This uncompromising stance won him ap- 
preciable popular support — at the b^lnning. 

People were under the Impression that the purpose of tlUs 
austerity programme was to get rid of inflation and reduce the 
trade deficit. Now they are not so sure. By a piece of sleight-of- 
hand, IlAlb. or half the proposed five per cent budget cut, has 
been tacked on to the defence estimates. 

The military agreed to waive $500m. of imports, provided they 
could spend something like the same sum on additional 
purchases from the local weapons industry. But as Professor 
Haim Ben-Shachar pointed out on television last week, Israel's 
arms industry cannot possibly step up its output overnight by 
such a vast sum. 

What he suggested was placing the ILllb. in reserve, with 
permission to draw on it in exchange for receipts for actual local 
arms purchases. The Treasury had another idea: to place IL5b. 
of the money in reserve, and release it only if there is an in- 
crease in unemployment warranting the extra outlay. 

The original budget proposal, aa tabled by Mr. Hurvitz, ex- 
empted the Defence Ministry from the cuts that other 
departments were having to take. It did not envisage increasing 
defence expenditure 'abwe this year's level. Saving 8600m. 
imports is good; buying locally Instead is equally to be welcom- 
ed. 

But spending more money than planned on defence items 
other than arms purchases would go against the economy trend 
that is implicit in the government's own financial plan. 

It is possible, in health, education, social welfaze and 
elsewfjere, to reduce spending without appreciably reducing the 
essential services supplied to the public — if the cuts are made 
in the right places; if, tn other words, each Ministry can over- 
come the powerful vested Interests that exist in every depart- 
ment. 

The same rule applies to the defence sector. It must make do 
with the local-currency budget it had last year, plus whatever 
import substitution can be achieved. ' 

But no more than that. Otherwise Mr. Hurvitz'a harsh anti- : 
inflationary decrees, and the measure of hardship that they in- 
e\iti;hly cause, will not achieve their declared aim — of 
ttiiminating inflation. 
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LABOUR’S CHOICE Wb-?- 






Shimon Peres won the recent battle for the Labour Party 
leadership, but ALLAN S. SHAPIRO believes the final 
choice has yet to be made. 


WILL SHIMON PERES be 
Labour's candidate for tbe office of 
prime mimater at the next elec- 
tions? Despite bis recent victory, 
there are sound reasons to believe 
that the flna.! choice has yet to be 
made. Peres may have won at the 
wrong time, ia the wrong place, and 
against the wrong adversary. 

In the aftermaUi, there is a sense 
that the major forces have not yet 
been committed; that there has 
been an encounter rather than a 
decision. Certainly, the general 
tone of public aentfmettt reveals Ut- 
tle entousiasm. The American 
presidential primarlea in Iowa 
probably attracted no less attention 
here. Seth were, for the Israeli 
public, spectator evants. without 
popular emotional engagement. 

Since the Peres confrontation 
with Yfgal Allen had all the 
appearance of an Axnerieaa-style 
conflict of penonalltiea. the com- 
psrison has a certain relevance. 
Tbe Increased Importance of per- 
sonalities is. of course, a eonac* 
quence of the decline of Ideological 
polities in Israel. It is a develop- 
ment that catches both Feres and 
Alien at a bad time. 

Both are products of a previous 
era: of the days when promising 
newcomers not rise but rather 
were lifted up Into the ranks of 
leadership. This was a sort of guild 
system, ^e apprentice advanced 
under the sponsorship of those 
already at the top. 

Before either Peres or Alton had 
made it. however, the system 
faltered. In both eases, their spon- 
sors lacked the political power or 
opportunity to move their appren- 
tices to the top before they 
themselves had moved off the 
political scene. 

THE YOUNG GUARD in the fac- 
tions comprising Labour today 


became a generation that never 
arrived. Unlike the National 
Religious Party, where a youth fac- 
tion wrested control from the 
veteran leadership^ the process In 
Labour was largely biological. 
Sometimes tt seemed as tbou^ the 
second generatiCB of leaders bad 
been bom middle-aged and then 
grown older, waiting for the fotm- 
ding genemtion to make way. 

Today's Labour polities have 
moved awa.y from the guild system 
towards open-market competition. 
The role of the potential candidate 
is to catalyM floating btoeks of in- 
terMt groups into a winning coali- 
tion — first within bis own party, 
then In the nation. It has been the 
bad luck of both Perns and Allon to 
have moved up under one system of 
potltlcsl competitim, only to find 
that further ^vsaee depended on 
another. Tbe iMtors that put them 
where they are will not necessarily 
take them where they want to go. 

Both are finished products. 
Offered tor competition on today's 
buyers' market, they seem styled 
for another day. Somehow the 
stitohlng Is all wrong.

TTie claim has been made that the 
recent balloting marked the paas- 
ing of former divisions within 
Labour based on its factional com- 
ponents — Raft, SCapal, and Ahdut 
Avoda. This should be treated with 
reserve. 
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True, Peres could not have won 
without support from the heirs of 
pre-Labour Mapai. Clearly, his 
Raft faction remains a minority 
within the central committee and, 
as far as one can judge, within the 
party as a whole. But tile fact that 
today's leaders of the hiatorieid 
Mapai were prominent In toasting 
his recent vict^ should not be 
taken as evidence that they are 
firmly within the Peres camp. 
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A number of faeiors influenced 
their behaviour. For one, they bad. 
no candidate of their own in the 
field. Without a direct appeal to fae- 
tional loyalties, other con- 
siderations came to the fore. 


THE RECENT Labour Party 
developments seem transitional, 
paralleling the changing style. 
They exemplify personal pities 
without personalities, built on the 
nmalns of a system of Ideolcgt^ 
polities wlthotd ideologies. Enough 
of the past still remains, however, 
to eon^tute a signifleant tacAor In 
shaping the future. 

For many of tbe participants in 
the recent crucial central com- 
mittee meeting, at whli^ the Peres- 
Allon confrontation took place, 
ideological polities is pert of their 
personal life history. This comes 


FIRSTLY, there was the Issue of 
legitimacy: who had the more 
rl^tful claim? Store, Incumbency 
was decisive.

A conflict over leadership, in this 
view, was not o:^ bad tor ^e par- 
ty. it was also against the rules of 
tbe game.

Moreover, many must have been 
♦Wwviw g of the next round. For 
them, the paramount objective was 
to ke^ their options i^>en for the 
day when their own candidate 
would be in the running. Peres, con- 


firmed as party leader now, would 
be fair game thkn, with his present 
opponents as certain allies. An 
Allon victory, on the otiier hand, 
would put them in a bind. 

This was partiexdarly true of 
Mapal's kibbutz leadership. An 
Alim victory would mean eltatf the 
end of the road poUtically, or the 
end of the recent merger of the klb- 
buts movements. Th^ could not 
both continue to hope that the top 
prize would be theirs and still re- 
main in a united movement. Surely 
the group that has coalesced 
around Muasa Baiif, secretary- 
general of the Mapai-affillated Itaud 
Hakvutxot Vehakibbutzim, most

CONTRARY to moet expectations, 
the world price of oil more than 
doubled during 1979, and is still 
rising. The last OPESC co nf erence 
appears to support tUa trend. 
Neverthelesa, the possibility of two 
distinct price declines, one la the 
long-range and another, pethaps 
sudden, within a few weeks, must 
be eonaidered. 

The more obvious price decline, 
one over several years, would simp- 
ly reflect an adjustment trom afaort- 
run to long-run eondltiona of supply 
and demand. Such a decUne was 
predicted by some after the price 
suddenly tripled at the end of 1978, 
and was actually observed during 
the period 2974 to 1978. The price 
nominally Increased tram H0.9S In 
Jazznary 1874 to fZ844 in Jamzazy 
1979, but the real price declined 1^ 
about 29 per cent. 

This slow adjustment occurs In 
response to a price jump, as peo- 
irie adopt energy-saving practices, 
as fuel substitutions are made to 
aave oil, and as higher-cost oil 
resources come on the market. lUs 
decline in oil prices could be 
deepened by a worldwide recessioii. 
wbieh would further decrease oil 
demand.

price, -and price increases 
stimulate further hoarding. But this 
upward price spiral can reverse 
itself at any time into a downward 
spiral. 

As soon as prices stop increasing, 
those with stockpiles see no further 
gain in holding on to them at. a 
ckfvylng cost of about 86 per barrel 
per year. They may be tempted to 
dump them on the market while 
spot prices are still high. Barring 
the possibility of other supply un- 
certainties in major exporting 
countries, this Uquldatioa of excess 
oU inventories would start as soon 
as boarders perceive a BUhlUxa- 
Uon of tbe price. 


To understand how a sudden 
break in the price could occur, one 
has to look to psycholo^cal. sa well 
as economic factorv. Two lines of 
explanation suggest tbemgplvea: 

The instability in Iran, wUch led 
to cutbacks last winter, has raised 
oncertaioties about Iran's con- 
tinuing ability to export oU. As so 
often happens, panic buying set in 
to build up stockpiles in anticipa- 
tion of fujtfaer cutbacks. Inde^. 
world stockpiling Increased by an 
unprecedented ammuit during 1979, 
rising to 9 billion barrels, nearly lOO 
days of ofl consumption, and main- 
tained spot i^ees at a high level. 

Price Increases and hoarding, of 
course, feed upon each other, as 
speculative b^rbig drives up tbe 


A SECOND, more important reason 
for the price rise was a fundamen- 
tal change In OPEC's mode of 
operation. From 1974 to 1978 
production decislona, wbieh deter- 
mine the price, were made mainly 
by Saudi Arabia, joined by its 
junior partners on tbe Arabian 
peninsula. OPEC mi^t just as well 
not haw existed. ZTurlng 2879, for 
the first time, cutback decisions 
were made by other OPEC coun- 
tries, which had normally been 
“price takers," J.e.. selling all-out 
to maximize immediate return. 

Their changed behaviour 
probably stemmed from the 
realization that prices were in- 
creasing more rapidly than tbe in- 
terest rate. It would therefore pay 
them to hold <dl in the ground, 
rather than to convert U into cash. 


As these countries reduced their 
production rate, prices increased 
further, and the eituation waa one 
of self-fulflling prophecy. It even 
suggested a backward-bending 
supply curve, with revenues actual- 
ly increasing In 1979, as they redue- 
^ their pn^uction. . .. 

X believe that this changed mode 
of operation in OPEX^ is only tem- 
porary, and that It will revert to the 
old scheme whereby Sawli Arabia 
and other smaller countries set the 
price by adjusting their production 
unilaterally. This will come about 
when producing countries suddenly 
realize that the price is not in- 
creasing any further, and may in 
fact be decreasing in real terms. (It 
must be recognised that the price 
cannot rise Indefinitely; the de- 
mand curve for 6U Is not controlled 
by the producers, but by the con- 
sumers. I 

This perception will reverse the 
price spiral, because as prices 
stabilise and then seem to collapse, 
more producers will want to con- 
vert their oil Into cash, rather than 
let it depreciate. They will abandon 
slogans such as “keep the oil in tbe 
ground for future generations.” 
Immediate production gives larger 
revenues to tbe present rulers, who 
are generally more Interested in 
the here-and-nbw than in tbe 
welfare of the next generation. 

Again, all of this assumes that 
there will be no production cut- 
backs due to revolutions, accidents 
or sabotage. Any of these events 


could del^ a price break. Saudi 
Arabia, of eoutse. could. If it wlah- 
ed, stem a sudden price break by 
reducing oil output, but fids would 
cause the eototiry heavy 
losses.

To 
this day, 1 am sincerely ap- 
preciatlYe of the time and moiwy 
expended by the Jewish Agency to 
place me on a kibbutz. I was fully 
aware of the sima of the Jewish 
Agency (that la, encouragement of 
altyal. and of its economic base 
(Jewish donations), and tberetoro 
recognized that th^ would have 
been fully justified to refuse me old. 
The fact that they did aid me. and 
did so without any taint of die- . 
crimination, impressed me greatly. 

Though I was already pro-Israel 
before my kibbutz « 7 erlenee, dur- 
ing toe year that I spent In Israel 1 
learned toe hard facts which have 
helped me to successfully counter 
the arguments of anti-Zionists, 
ranglJ^ Cram charges of a racist 
Immigration policy to lies concer- 
ning the founding ^ Israel. While I 
may not have convinced anyone to 
change his sympathlea, many have 
realized that their pro-PalesUnlaa 
rhetoric lacks a secure base. I can 
recognise blatant Palestinian 
propaganda and challenge Its 
source. I'm sure that this is tone for 
almost oU volunteer*. 

I understand the gravity of the in- 
termarriage problem. I have to 


agerte with Rlva Cohen that eonver- 
Sion on tbe kibbutz often makes a 
mockery of haJaeha. Bewever, it 
should be realized that the essential 
atoi of such a conversion is to mahe 
the children balachicsJly and 
emotionaUy Jewish. The conver- 
aton itself may not do much towards 
gtvtng the children a Jewish identi- 
ty and heritage, but combined with 
toe Ubbutz uptoiagiflg in the State 
of larael. service in toe army etc., 
toe aim ia achieved. 

As for yerida, I do not bellvs toat 
toe Mbbutsnlk who leaves with a 
foreign spouse leaves for him or her 
alone. 1 met several young kibbuU- 
iiDia who were diaaatisfled with tbe 
ojqxirtunltles presented them on 
toe kibbutz and were In eftOet 
waiting for a Prince/ss Charming 
to carry them away. Some even- 
tually leave on their own. It U 
wrong to believe toe problera lies In 
allovdng non-Jews on tbe kibbut- 
zim. since risable number* of yor- 
dim conslat of Jewish eoisples. 

In toe evaluation of a policy, tbe 
assets must be balanced against the 
UabUlUcs. Having lai^ numbers of 
Gentiles wte) are pro-Xsrael is an 
asset. Allowing all volunteers to 
enter togetocr througb the Jewish 
Agency enhances IsraaTt Image to 
toe volunteers. Separation by race 
or religion probably won't.
